Is Finally Decided The Appeal 
Dismissed With 
Costs. 


Regina, June 12,—The celebrated 
church case was finally decided to-day. 
After arguments before the full court 
the appeal was dismissed with costs to 
Messrs. Potter . McLean. 

Last fall an action was brought by 
Hugh MeDougall against Daniel Me- 
Lean and A. KE. Potter, as chairman 
and secretary respectively of the Board 
of Management of the Presbytenan 
Church at Moose Jaw, on an instru- 
ment purporting to be a bill of ex- 
change for $617.85 drawn by James 
Brass upon the Board and accepted by 
McLean «& Potter, 

The trial took place at the court 
held in Mcose Jaw in October 1893, 
before Mr. Justice Richardson.
